lalaiiUers who have X"eacl tho reports 
of the debate in tho Commons on the 
Railway must hare been sui'prised at 
tlie yileiice of two of tho uienihera who 
represei\t this portion of tlic Proviuco 
qt Ottawa. If a stroke of paralysis hail 
laid hokl of their previously "unruly 
members," orif thoy had been graduates 
of a deaf .and, dumb asylum, they could 
not have been more persistently silent 
when tho moat important question of 
the session was under discussion. ^Ir. 
Bu.vsTER, who talked rapidly enough 
on the Tarifl' was (if we are to trust the 
reports) almost as dumb as an oyster 
■when the x-ailway was on the car- 
'pet; and Mr. DeCosmos, who, heavru 
knows, has over been noted for his 
loquacity, neither opened his mouth on 
tho railway nor on tho tarifl— two 
matters whicli he was aenb specially 
pledged to shape in the interest of tho 
Province, and which were worthy to 
challenge the attention of a gontlonian 
who aspires to a seat in the Dominion 
Cabinet. hi fact, tho burthen of the 
defence of tho Island's claims would 
seem to have been cast on the shoulders 
of Sir John Macdonald, who labored 
under the disadvautugc of having never 
seen the country or the people wlioyo 
interests he was called on to defend. 
On tho tarifl' j\Ir. Bl'nstf.u sceni.s to liavo 
made sevei'al good .speeches; bu t only 
about tenlineson the railway; while Mr. 
DeCosmos was heard from but twice dur- 
ing the railway discussion — once when

On tho 1st inst., in the House of 
Lords, the Duke of Argjdl gave notice 
of his intention to bring before tiieir 
lordships, on the 16th May, tho result 
of tho foreign policy of her Majesty's 
Government in Europe and in Asia. 

In tho House of (Jommons on the 
2nd inst. Sir Julian Goldsmid rcse and 
said; — "Mr. Speaker, I wish to submit 
a question of privilege. Yesterday 1 
had the honour of being chairman of a 
.committee which has been sitting some 
time in this House. The Serjeant at 
Arms came up and informed us you de- 
sired that we should attend down stairs 
in order to make a House. I want to 
know in what position hon. members 
serving on committees are. It might 
be, as was the case yesterday, that a 
very large number are outside the 
House doing absolutoly nothing, but 
who decline to come in to make a 
House, whilst we arc performing an 
arduous public duty up-stair.s. I siiail 
be much obliged, sir, if you will kindly 
condescend to inform me what are my 
duties under such circumstances. The 
Speaker of tlic House, in reply, ex- 
plained that it had been a very ancient 
custom, after prayers, and if forty 
members had not assembled, for the 
Speaker to instruct the Serjeant to visit 
the committee-rooms and desire mem- 
bers to attend and make a House, with 
an intimation that if they did not 
comply they would be summoned "witii 
the Mace;" in which case they v/ould 
be dissolved. But the Speaker had 
not tho power to compel attendance, 
and each mombfir was left to attend or 
not at his own discretion. The Lon 
don Ghho remarks: — All reader?, of 
Hatsell's "Precedents" are aware of the 
mysterious power the mace possesses 
for the transmutation of the Assembly 
to which it belong!?.

Tho Rendezvous that Cost Sergo Law- 
rowsW His ITooa ani" Ears—Tho 
Fato of IresidozLt Novikoff and 
of the Informer Eoprovski. 

A few weeks ago Sorgt> Lawrowaki, 
one of the ablest detectives attached to 
! the Tliird Department, was sent from 
St. Petersburg to Poltava with instruc- 
tions to get at tlie secrets of tho Nihil- 
istic organization there established. 
Arrived at PoltaNa, Lawrowski dis- 
played great activity in guiding tho 
researches of the local police, made 
many acquaintances in difi'ereut cliarac- 
ters, being an expert in changing his 
appearance and manner, and was hope- 
ful of success in his mission, when his 
evil fortune prompted him to fall in 
love with the pretty daughter of a 
priest, named Acliri.stofi". Tliis girl, 
only 17 year.s of age, was a.lliliated to 
tho associations, and had been planted 
upon Lawrowski by orderof the Poltava 
Committee, with the object of betray- 
ing him into their hands. After a 
fortnight's ardent courtship, Mile. 
Acliristofi' allowed Jierself to be per- 
suaded to give her admirer a rendez- 
vous by nigiit in a garden just outside 
the town. 

When Lawrowski reached the tryst- 
ing place ho was surrounded and seiz- 
ed by five masked men, armed with re- 
volvers and knives, who bound him to 
a tree and then cut off hfs nose and 
ears. Bleeding and unable to shout 
for assistance, as he had been gagged by 
his mutilators, he remained where they 
had left him iu an agony of pain until 
early morning, when lie was found 
sensele.'^s and all but dead from loss of 
blood, An open letter in his pocket 
contained the following ferocious an- 
nouncement : "We cut oflf liis nose be- 
cause he is a slcutlihound, and his ears 
because he has proved himself to 
be an ass, iri th'at he pJuci"court' to one 
of Us !" i\lllo. Acliristofi" has vanished 
from Poltava, and tho eftbrts of the 
jjolice to track lior to her hiding j)lac(! 
have proved utterly ineffectual. j\Ican- 
while, Lawrowski lies in a hoiieless 
condition; and oven should he rally 
from the utter exhaustion induced by 
the hemorrhnge suflered during that 
terrible night, he will bear witness on 
his disfigured countenance, as long as 
he may live, to the pitiless nuger of the 
Poltava C'oininittee. ' , ' 

The St. rctc)\iInir(/er-Zfi(i(it(/ reports 
four attempts at assassination commit- 
ted at Elasan, the ivictims / of which 
have one and all be'en State Oflicials of 
high rank. Three of the four ])Prsons 
attacked have died of their wounds. 
One of these latter, Novikoff, tiie Presi- 
dent of tlio district, walked into the 
principal restaurant of Kasaii a few 
minutes before hp^was .shot, and said 
to one of the ' waiters;' "Friend, give 
nie a dram; iierhaps it will be the last 
1 shall ever drink." A glass of vodki 
was brought to him, and the waiter 
noticed that Novikoff'.s hand siiook as 
he lifted tlie liquor to his -lips. Im- 
mediately afterwards he left the res- 
taurant; but, as he opened tho door, a 
bullet struck him full in the breast, in- 
flicting an injury which ' has since 
jiroved fatal. Tho agents of the com- 
mittee actually engaged in these out- 
rages have been arrested. Two are 
workingmen, one is a Boyar, and an- 
otiier is a handsome and highly educat- 
ed girl of 17.'>'-

Oourt of Assise. 



IBetore CliUr Justice Sir llaltlicw Ballllo HegWo, lire- 
sidlnf.) 

Monday, Juno 3, 1879. 
' ' Tit* Court resumed sitting at 10.50 
a. 'm. when Goorgo Lucky -waa arraigned 
on an indictment for iissnulting polico 
otBcer Bowdon in tlio oxuoutioii of liis 
duty on the 19th of May last. 

Tlio priaonor, who vi:\s defended liy Mr. 
Driiko Q. C, pleaded not guilty and a 
jury was empanelled vith Mr. S. Kelly as 
foreman. 

The case for the Crown was conducted 

by Mr. Eli Harrison, jun. who o.tplained 
to tho jui-y that from information re- 
ceived officer Bowdon proceeded on tho 
evening of tho 111th May to arrest tho 
prisoner 'yho hud threatened to shoot one 
bamuel Clay, residing on Johnson street. 
The prisoner, who was lying in wait at 
the foot of some steps at the back of the 
house, resisted tho polico officer and 
threw him with cousidoralilc violnnno to 

■ the ground. Ho tlion returned to hia 
residence which was adjacent and putting 
his head out of tlie window presented a 
rifle, which would be produced, and 
threatened to shoot. Subsequently ho 
made his appearance in Clay's houkb with 
tho loaded rifle in his hand and after a 
violent resistance ho was arrested and tak- 
en to jail. The witnesses for tho prosecu- 
tion would now bo called. 

Samuel Clay deposed that tho pris- 
oner on tho evening in question came 
to his house and said that he wanted his 
wife; witness told tho ])ri3onor that his 
wife was not there; the prisoner would 
not taka "no" for an answer and coni- 
nionced to create a disturbance; witness 
then thought that tho best thing that 
he could do would bo to go for a police- 
man; ho wont out on the street and mot 
oflBcerB Bowden and Quain; they proceed- 
ed to tho house and after a short consult- 
ation Bowden went to tho back door 
whore Lucky was supposed to be; hoard 
no conversation between Bowden and tho 
prisoner; shortly afterwards Lucky came 
mto the house by the front door and p.nss- 
ed along tho pas.sagc with a gun iu bis 

'hand. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Drake — Tliero 

is a railing on tho back steps but only on 
one sido; the stop.s are high and tlio night 
was very dark; tho door waa opened I be- 
lieve by oiBccr Bowden ; he went through 
the door and I did not see him again for 
8ome time; heard no conversation be- 
tween Officer Bowden and tho prisoner; 
the prisoner returned to my house by tho 
front door and walked through tho pass- 
ago with tho gun in his hand; Officer 
Quain knocked it out of his hand and 
after a struggle aucceuded in arresting 
him. 

Officer Bowdon said that about half- 
past 9 o'dlock'Olay came to him and told 
nim that a man was trying to break into 
hia house; witness was in company with 
Officer Quain at the time; they proceeded 
to the house; witness wont through from 
the front door to the door at the back; 
went down the steps from the door and 
saw the prisoner who was in his pants and 
shirt; as the witness was goin^ down the 
stops prisoner took hold of witness' foot 
and threw him down; olHcor Quain tliou 
came down tho steps and aftor a struggle 
prisoner got away and went into his own 
house; a minute afterwards ho put his 
head out of the window and said that ho 
would shoot; witness and Quain went 
Iwck to Clay's house and about two min- 
utes afterwards the prisoner camo to tho 
front door, entered tlio house and walked 
throught it with a rillo in his liand ; the 
rifle was loaded with two balls and capped. 
Officer Quain knocked tho rifle (produced) 
out of the prisoner's hand; prisoner was 
arrested and after a violent resistance 
t<Aen to jail; in consequohce of injuries 
received from tho fall witness had vomit- 
ed blood Boveral times. 

The witness who appeared iu he in ill- 
health was accomodated with a seat wliilst 
ho was giving his evidence and was cro^s^ 
examined by Mr. Drake with the obiect 
of shoM'ing that unnecessary violence had 
been used in arresting the prisoner and 
that when ho took hold of the witness's 
foot ho did 80 to raise himself from the 
ground — not to throw witness or assault 
him. 

Officer Quain testified tliat on the night 
in question from infurinaticjii received 
from Clay ho proceeded, in company with 
Officer Bowden, to Clay's house; Bowdon 
wont to tho back door and shortly after- 
wards witness heard a scufllo and tho pri- 
soner said, "I'll shoot Sam Clay to-night." 
Witne.M wont down tho stops of the back 
door and prisoner then went to iiis own 
residence and put his head out of the 
window and said "I'll shoot. " Witness 
wont back to Clay's house, and soon 
afterwards the prisoner entered by tho 
front door and walked along tho pas-sago 
with a rifle at the charge in his h.ands; 
witness said, "Look out, ho is going for 
us," and immediately jumped in and 
grappled with the prisoner and after 
striking him ovor tlie head with hia baton 
succeeded in disarming him and placing 
the handcufl's on him; aftor witness 
knocked the rifle out of prisoner's hands 
jJie (witness) did not strike Iiim; he was 



only struck to enable witne.ss to handcuff 

■ Cross-examined — Hoard il' scuffle be- 
tween Bowden and the prisoner; prisoner 
caught hold of me around the waiat and 
attempted to throw mo; I gave him three 
taps with my baton in order to qaiet him 
to enable mo to put on tho handoufia; did 
not strike hini after ! knocked ; the! rifle 
out.ofhiBhand.;^<it..i:^->.. • - '-.y 

No witnesses were called for the de- 
fence and tho .attorney General proceed- 
ed to address tho jury, eulogizing tho effi- 
ciency of tho polico force and submitting 

• tliat they were entitled to' 6v6ry protec- 
tion in tho execution of their duty. 

Mr. Drake made an eloquetlii 'Appeal to 
tlie jury on behalf of tho prisoner and His 
Lordahip having sumtued up, i ttie 

- retired and after a brief consoliation 



brought in a verdict of " not guilty," 
there being no evidence to show that the 
prisoner.waa the man who committed tho 
assault. 

His Lordship remarked that ho entirely 
I disagreed with the verdict and hoped that 
I none of the gentlemen of the jury would 
! be so unfortunate during tho ensuing 12 
months as to have their homes invaded 
under similar circumstances. 

"William Johns was then arraigned on 
an indictment in which ho was charged 
with assaulting a polico officer in tho exe- 
cution of his duty. 

Tho priaonor, who \nisi defended by 
Mr. Alox. Davie, pleaded not guilty, and 
A jury was empanelled with IVIr. F. 
Came as foreman. 

Tho evidence adduced was similar to 
that taken in tho lower court, and after a 
patient hearing the jury returned a ver- 
dict of " guilty of common assault with a 
recommendation to mercy. " 

The Chief Justice aakodj, the ..prisoner 
what ho had to say why BOntetice should 
not bo p.Tssed on him. 

Prisoner — Well, I've broken tho lawand 
I suppose I'll have to stand the con.se- 
quencos. I will bo obliged, however, to 
your Lordship if you Jwlll allow me to ex- 
plain the caiise of thV whole of this aH'air. 

Tho prisoner then niado a rambling 
statomont in his own defence. 

His Lordship observed that tho prison- 
er did not apjiear to bo such a ruffian as 
tho man who was acquitted by the. last 
jury. Just, however, tomarkthe oUbnce 
His Lordahip would sentence him to one 
week's imprisonment without hard labor, 
and in addition ho would have to paj' tho 
costs of tlio prosecution. 

Prisoner — I'd rather you put a tiuo on 
me; I would sooner p.ay fivo times the 
coats than go to prison. 

Tho Chief Justice — No, 1 shall send 
you to prison for a' week just tp mark the 
offonco, you know. 

PriHoner — \\ ill you allow me to gi) out 
to see some of my friends abnut biisin(!ss I 

The Chief Justice — You will bo a flrst- 
class misdemeanant and no doubt the Su- 
perintendent of Police* will allow your 
friends to visit you. 

Prisoner — I'd much rathor pay a fine ; 
it will bo most inconvenient for mo to go 
to gaol. 

Tho Chief Justice- -1 hope it will be. 
That is tho reason why I send you there. 

Prisoner — Well^your Lordship, nuiy I 
haro what provisions I like whilst I am 
there ? 

Tho Chief Justice stiid that as a first- 
class misdemeanant ho would bo entitled 
to subscribe to any fund ho liked. 

The prisoner was removed. 

iLLiorr .sri i.i,. 

William Steinbergor waa then arraigned 
on an indictment in which lie was charg- 
ed with keeping an illicit still. 

The prisoner, who' was defended l>y 
Mr. Drake, Q.C., and Mr. Thoo. Dnvie, 
pleaded not guilty. 

The prosecution wa.s coiiductiHl by Mr. 
A. K. Robertson, Q. V. 

Tho SheriiT then proceeded to eip- 
pannel a jurj', and on calling the iianio of 
Samuel Kelly that juror informed the 
Chief Justice that he could not servo on 
the jury. Ho had in the case of Lucky, 
charged with assaulting a policeman, been 
elected foreman of tho jury, and because 
the verdict they had rendered did not 
coincide with His Lord.ship's views His 
Lordship had made remarks at whicii the 
jury felt very much insulted. Such be- 
ing the ease he (Mr. Kelly) did not think 
he was entitled to sit on the present jury. 

The Chief Justice — I quite agree with 
you, sir. I do not think that you arc tit 
to serve on this or any otlier jury. Mr. 
Sheriff, soe tliat hia name is struck off 
tho panel. 

Mr. Sheriff — Yes, my lord. 

After several challenges tho jury was 
sworn in and Mr. G. T. Seymour chosen 
foreman. 

In opeiiing the ca.so for the Crown Mr. 
Robertson explained that on the 2nd of 
April last Mr. Diipont, the Inspector of 
Inland Revenue, paid a visit to tho pri- 
soner's premises and found a complete 
apparatus in a root-house for distilling 
liquor. The prosecution in this case had 
been taken under the Act.'? for tho protec- 
tion of the revenue and tho jury wore of 
course aw.are that there was always a con- 
flict going on between Government ofh- 
cials appointed for the collection of exci.se 
duties and distillers. On tho one hand 
tho officials did their best to collect the 
revenues, and on the other eiForts were 
frequently made to devise some means to 
avoid the legal p.ayments. The learned 
counsel then quoted tho various clauHOS 
of tho Act to demonstrate that it is un- 
lawful to distil liquor without a proper 
license and that any person is amenable to 
the law who has in hia possession iqipara- 
tus for distilling without having notified 
tho authorities of tho fact. Tho evidence 
ho proposed to adduce would show that 
tho prisoner was in tho habit of distilling 
without a license and that ho had given 
no notification to tho proper officers of his 
possession of distilling apparatus. Al- 
though no witnesses could be found to 
swear that thoy had really seen the pri- 
soner in tho act, yet sutiicient testimo- 
ny would bo forthcoming to prove tliat he 
had tho apparatus on his premises for no 
otlipr purpose. The learned counsel 
would now call Mr. Dupont. 

Mr. Drake said that before Mr. Dupunt 
waa sworn he would take the objection 
that his evidence was inadmissiblo inas- 
much as tho Act said that no officer of tho 
department shall bo tho actual prosecutor. 
In the lower court Mr. Dupont had sworn 
that ho is the prosecutor in this case. 

His Lordship said he would reserve the 
point and admit the evidence. 

Mr. Robertson said the cose for the 
Crown could go on without tho evidence 
of Mr. Dupont. 

His Lordship observed that if Mr. Uu- 
pont's evidence wore improperly received 
it would upsot the whole case for the pro- 
secution. 

After further argument the witness was 
sworn, his evidence being subject to ob- 
jection on tho point taken.' 

C. T. Dupont, sivorn, doposod that ho 
is Inspector of Inland Revenue in this 
Province and has been so since about 
1873; knows the prisoner and for tho last 
two years took him to be a farmer; prior 
to that ho was a licensed distiller; he had 
no license on April 2d, last, and had not 
had for some time previous; a license can 
cover only one premises; defendant has 
never given mo any notice of having in 
his posBoasion ony apparatus for distilla- 
tipn'igltUquqri on April 2d I went to the 
defendant's ' place of residence on tho 
Sa.anich road, taking with me officers of 
my department; at tlio houso found tho 
defendant's family assembled for supper; 
defendant waa not present but I subse- 
quently found him in hia stable; I told 
him I had rocoived informatipn of tho ox- 
istonco of an illicit still uid had come to 
Bearoh for it; I told him that I requested 
his assistance; from tho search which en- 
sued I discovered in a root-house a still 
and in tho loft of the building a worm 
and bottles containing liquor; defendant 
said that the still was a boiler used for 
boiling roots; I pointed' out. that it had 
not been used for that purpose; defendant 
•aid it- l^d;>nd' that jj^' belonged to the 
afill for whTcK he formerly "hacf a Ucenie; 



could find no sign of roots or peelings 
about the root-housej, but on a continua- 
tion of ray search I found a ■\\'t)rm and a 
complete set of upparuLua lu coualruct a 
perfect still; on the following morning de- 
fendant adnutted'tbafc jh^ Hyi'b^n on^^g- 
ed in'illicit 'distillation "for shipment "'of 
liquor to Ciissiar; he also volunteered to 
show mo letters from a person — St. Ger- 
main—who ho said was more culpable 
than ho; I believe that St. Germain is 
now in the lunatic asylum. 

Tho Chief Justice — From di-itiking his 
ownwluBkey. (Laughter-) 

The witness was cross-examined at some 
length by Mr. Drake. 

Capt. Good deposed that it his duty 
to issue liconsos; tho defendant had no 
license. 

Wilson 0. Brown testified that tho de- 
fendant ia his tenant and cultivated tho 
farm.; j 

In 'cross-examination tho Avitness ad- 
mitted that Mra.Steinbergor ia tho tenant. 

Wm. Gregory doposod that ho saw a 
copper still and something like n worm in 
tho root-houso; witness had seen small 
stills in England; he found on Steinborg- 
er's promises twelve bottles of whiskey 
and a jar full of whiskey; Steinbergor 
said the still was required to boil roots; a 
farmer would not have such a boiler for 
roots; tho smell of whiskey round the 
place was vory strong. 

Cross-examined by ilr. Drake — Tho 
still could bo used as a boiler; found sev- 
eral tubes; we put them all together and 
they completed a still; boforo wo broko tho 
bottlo thoro was a strong suioll of whiskey. 

Daniel Lindsay deposed that he is 
deputy collector; on the 2nd of April 
last he was on Steinbergor's farm and 
saw the still, tho worm, soiiiu bottles and 
a jar of whiskey that was found in tho 
dwelling-house; the connection to the 
still was 12 or 14 inches long and arrang- j 
ed so that a worm could bo attached; ; 
the apparatus now in hia office and found 
on Stoinhorgor's farm was verj* woll fit to 
bo used in tho distillation of whiskey ; tho 
still and worm were produced in court. 

Mr. Theodore Davio, for tho defendant, 
said ho w;ia charged witli unlawfully 
carrying on tho business of a distiller. 
The learned counsel reatl a long extract 
from tho Act referring to the illegality of 
distilling whiskey without a license. Tho 
prosecutors have oleotod to proceed against 
Stoiiiberger for having tlio still in his 
posycssion. Instead of this .still being sot 
up and in working order when it was dis- 
covered it was found in pieces entirely 
disconnected. Mr. Stoiiiborger had boon 
a distUlcr and tho still now produced had 
been used by him when he waa so engag- 
ed. There was no attempt at secrecy. 
Mr. Steinbergor did not take the still into | 
the woods as he woulil have done if ho 
had intended to use 1 1. em for illegal pur- 
poses. The old siiU was found in his 
yard in a very luiblic jilaco and tho best 
evidence referred to by tho prosecution 
has not beun produced, namely, tho two j 
bottles of whiskey found by Mr. Dupont i 
in the root-luuise. If these iiad been pro- 
duced the jury would bo in a position to 
judge for themselves and say v,-lietlier it 
had been distilled by that rude boiler or 
not. The fact of the wovm being found 
in possession of tho dofoudaiit wus not an 
offence; it was not charged in the indict- 
ment. He (tho learned counsel) would 
now produce tho witnesses for tho dufonco. 

(lustave Slierer deposed that he has 
been in tho employment of Steinbergor 
since October last; the still now produced 
was used for boiling feed for cattle and 
other jiurposes and for scalding milk; 
witness used it himself for that purpose 
and twice a d.ay and never saw it used 
for any other purpose. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Robertson — 
Mr. Steinbergor had 15 cows and IfiO 
pigs; the pigs were fed on boiled food and 
the kettle was used twice a day. The at- 
tention of the witness was called to the 
size of tho kettle; it was two small to be 
used f.ir cooking food for 150 pigs. Ho 
said the food was for the young ones and 
tho kettle was tilled four or live times a 
day. Tho milk was churned twico a 
week on the farm and about (> lbs. of but- 
ter were produced each time. Tho milk 
was kept in tho same house where tho 
kettle was set up in brick The dairy is 
now in tlio dwelling house. Tho worm 
was alw.aj's kept in Mr. Steinbcrgor'a 
house. Witness never .saw it used at all. 
He never saw whiskey in tho root houso 
and is now employed by Mr. Steinbergor. 

Charles Pholan deposed that ho is a tin 
and copper smith; ho repaired the boiler 
for Steinbergor in January last. It was 
made for John Uickson eight or nine 
years ago and was a roctillor. Steinber- 
gor told witness at the time ho repaired it 
that ho intended it for a root boiler. Tho 
lid was fastened on with solder. Witness 
removed it and made it smaller so that it 
would go down near the bottom inside and 
bo used for scalding milk. 

Mr. Drake — Gentlemen of tho jury, 
there arc three counts in the indictment. 
First: That tho defendant had a still in 
his possession suitable for distilling. That 
part of the indictment must fail because 
there is no evidence to show that this ket- 
tle produced was suitable. The lid would 
not lit and therefore the kettle was total- 
ly unfit to be used as a still. Tho aocund 
count in the indictment is that defendant 
carried on tho business of a distiller with- 
out a license. Tho possession of whiskey 
is ns evidence to show that it was distilled 
by Mr. Steinbergor and there is not a tit- 
tle of evidence to show that he distilled 
any on the premises whore this still was 
found. The third count is "that he did un- 
lawfully iiHo any apparatus to wit — a still." 
They have failed to prove that there 
was a still in working order. Mr. Du- 
pont himself told you that tho worm v.ms 
not in tho house whoTO tho kettle was put 
up. Tliero iu no ovidonco at all to show 
that there was a still sot up on tho prem- 
ises. Under this act a person connected 
must suffer imjirisonmcnt and should bo 
wellsatialiod before bringing in a vordiet of 
guilty. Tho confession of tho defendant 
is put bcfoL'Q you as ovidonco against him. 
He aoknowledgoil to Mr. Dupont that ho 
had given instructions to some person 
how to distil, but it docs not follow that 
he himself did distil any whiskey. Tho 
prosecution has failed completely and I 
ask you, gontlemen, confidentally, to give 
a verdict of acquittal for my client. 

Mr. Robertson then addressed tho jury 
for tho prosecction, and tho learned 
judge having summed up the jury retired 
to consider their verdict. 

After an absence of an hour and a half 
the jury returned to tho Court-room and i 
the foreman h.andod in a finding that a ' 
worm had been found on tho premises un- 
der tho control of tho defendant, but that 
there was no ovidonco adduced to show 
that illicit distillation had boon carried 
on. 

Tho learned judgo said tliat tho finding 
of the jary was not, sufficiently definite 
and directed them to retire again. 

Tho jury left the box and on re-enter- 
ing tho Court-room the foreman announc- 
ed a verdict of "not guilty." 

Hia Lordship' thereupon ordered the 
discliargoof thopriBOner, stating, however, 
that iu his opinion iho ; sufficient defence 
had been ahown.!) jvoi'- .« •, . . .'. ..

H. M. S. Tiiiu.MPU sailed from San 
Francisco at ' noon on tho 24th May for 
Valparaiso. While passing down the har- 
bor sho fired a national saluto of twenty- 
(mo guns — tho sumo number proscribed 
for the President by the rules of thoU. S. Na- 
vy — in honor of the President. Aa sho 
passed Alcatraz alio dipped hor colors and 
afterwards ran up tho stars and stripes. 
Tho courtesy was returned from the gar- 
rison, who also ran up the Union Jack. 
.As the British ensign made its appear.ance 
on the flagstaff thrco cheers were ordered 
from the Triumph and a service of huzzas 
went up from 000 English throats that al- 
most equalled in volume of sound thu 
mighty guns fired from tlis frigate's 
broadside. Similar courtesies were giv- 
en and received while passing Fort Point. 
Ah tlie Triumph crossed tho bar, and 
shaped hor cour.io to the southward, a 
farewell gun was tired from ono of her 
heaviest batteries wliich rowscd the echoes 
of tho hills and valleys about Tainalpais, 
and lingered for several minutes in grad- 
ually decrcasiug intonations. 

LniKLLKD AT PoRTi,.A..s"D. — Tlio Sitka 
stoamer California, belonging to P. B. 
Cornwall, has been libelled at Portland, 
0., for tho sum of 85,079.82. Applica- 
tion was inado by W. P. Adams and E. 

F. Adams, merchants of Walla Walla. 
This firm allege that thoy shipped on tho 
steamer Groat Ro]iubliu ovor §15,000 
worth of merchandise; that by reason of 
gross carelessness and ncgligonco on 
tho part of Ca])t. Carroll, in attempt- 
ing to cross tho Columbia river bar after 
night, tho vessel was stranded and with all 
their goods, except about §60 worth, lost. 
That such being tho case libollants made 
application that tho o^^•ner of the steamer 
be hold roaponsible for losses sustained 
by tho wrecking of tho vessel. Security 
having boon given the steamer was re- 
leased. 

A.Norumi EhBc-niic Light. —A. G. Hol- 
comb of New York asserts that ha has 
solved tho problem of the divisibility of 

the electric current for ordinary lighting 
purposes. Minute candles of lampblack 
are u.sed instead of tho ordinary carbon 
pencils. The inventor claims that with 
tho loss expensive form of carbon (lamp- 
black) used in the manufacture of his 
points, it would bo possible to light a par- 
lor at from one-fifth to one-eighth the cost 
of gas for the samo purpose. He has re- 
cently produced carbon that lasts 50 hours 
and has nearly dispensed with the trouble 
of renewal, found to bo so formidablo in 
tho Jabloclikoff light. Experts speak of 
the invention with thehighest enthusiasm. 
It will soon bo exhibited publicly. 

The FfR.sT C.ksv.. — Tho appeal of La- 
kin vs. the Kokosaliah Mining Company, 
(tlie first carried from this Province to 
Ottawa) has been decided by the Supremo 
Court of Canada in favor of the defend- 
ants, the judgment of the Court below be- 
ing thus confirmed. Tlio case was origin- 
ally heard before Mr. Justice Gray and 
tho jury brought in a verdict for tho plain- 
tiff contrary to tho weight of evidence and 
the charge of the Judgo. Tho mining 
company appealed to the full bench and 
tho verdict of tho jury was reversed. 
Then the plaintiff appealed the case to 
Ottawa with the result as stated.
